SCHOOL REPORT. 


Our statement to the Superintendent of Public Instruction was 
duly forwarded at the close of the State school year, (August 1), 
but in deference to old-time custom we append the following to our 
financial report. 

Six schools have been supported in town during the year, the 
teachers employed being Miss Carrie M. Downes, No 1; Miss 
Minnie M. Tobie, No. 3, Primary; Mr. George K. Wood, No. 3, 
Grammar; Miss Agnes Monahon, No. 4; Miss Jennie E. Shattuck, 
No. 8; Miss Mabel A. Colburn, No. 12, all of whom were retained 
the entire year. Last year we reported thirty-one weeks of 
schooling in three districts, twenty-one weeks in one district, and a 
half day’s session during twenty-one weeks in one district, (No. 12). 
This year our financial report shows twenty-nine weeks in five 
districts, No. 12 being favored with but twenty-eight weeks, its 
school building being not ready for use until late in the spring. The 
increase of more than seventeen school weeks thus occasioned, 
necessarily caused an increase of expenditures, and the payment of 
bills contracted in 1894 and 1895, but due this year, wrought similar 
results in our total for school Re 

Our registers have the names of one hundred and sixteen pupils, 
being the number attending school this year. This indicates but a 
slight change in school attendance since last year. The smaller 
schools have shown a much desired increase, notably that in No. 8, 
which we thought to be entitled to a winter term, while the goodly 
number in No. 12, (15 pupils) demonstrated that a commodious 
building was needed in that quarter of the town. 
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The list of text books has undergone several changes, we believe, 
decidedly for the better, and our teachers, whose efficiency is generally 
recognized, have shown advancement in methods and expedients, 
which being, as a rule, appreciated and seconded by parents and 
pupils, has made the work of our schools this year compare 
favorably with that of previous years.
